Eureau inquired as to whether Mr. Donegan intends to subpoena tMjl|/*£uij 
SHERMAaSoefore the Grand Jury, Ke advised that several times in the ps^t v 
the Eureau has attempted to interview SHEHKAN and each time he |ps refused 
to be interviewed in the absence of a warrant, 

I called Mr. Fletcher's attention to a teletype we sent to the 
Eureau and L03 Angeles last week which Los Angeles had forwarded to the 
Gan Diego Division. In this teletype we pointed out that, according to 
CHAMBERS, when FHEHWAN returned from Russia about 1937, he had told CHAMBERS 
that he was through with "those murderers"; that he was going to California 
to join the open party and at his request, CHAMBERS checked with Colonel 
BYKOV relative to the 45,000 SHEKJAN had brought back with him; that BYKOV 
authorized him to keep the $5,000 and instructed that before he left New 
York he clear with the local KKVD; that SHERMAN refused to do this and 
requested CHAMBERS to give him a 48 hour start which CHAMBERS did* In this 
teletype we had pointed out to the Bureau also that SHERMAK had used a 
false name "in obtaining his passport and that we had suggested that the 
agents in California utilize this violation of the Passport Law to pick 
SHEI&IAN up and interview him vigorously, even though', the statute of limi- 
tations has passed.
